Japane.se were said to have en¬ 
tered Hankow’s environs, but were 
still far distant from the heart 
of the city. 

BHIKIACKETS LANB 

Thirty bluejackets from the 
United State.s navy Yangtze patrol 
flagship Luzon landed early this 
afternoon to protect American 
lives and interests. They joined 
with 100 British sailors in policing 
the former British and Rus.sian 
concessions which comprise the 
refuge of most Americans and 
Briti.sh here. 

Two Briti.sh gunboat.s moved 
down the Yangtze river to an¬ 
chor off the former German con¬ 
cession, and the Luzon took its 
position off the Briti.sh area near 
the National City Bank building 
and the American con.sulate gen¬ 
eral. 

TER.MI.NUS BLOW.N UP 

Terrific explosions rocked the 
French concession as the Chinese 
blew up the Peipin-Hankow rail¬ 
way terminus a few hundred 
yards outside the French barri- 
cade.s. 

Japanese jilanes patrolled the 
3kie.s, flying over the krench con¬ 
cessions and other foreign areas 
and dipping over the gunboat 
Luzon. They left, .apparently after 
satisfying themselves of the posi¬ 
tion and nationality of the foreign 
gunboat.s. 

Fires in Hankow and adjoining 
cities of Wuchang and Hanyang 
apparently were .started by rc- 
ti eat Jig Chine.se to hamper the 
Japanese advance. 

WOUNDED IN STREETS 

Landing of the American and 
British contingents occurred as 
the last units of Chinc.se gen¬ 
darmes vacated their billets and 
boarded tugs ferrying them across 
the Yangtze to Wuchang. 

By midaftemoon few uniformed 
Chine.se .soldiers remained, except 
for numerous wounded who still

Still Others Sought in Pamphlet 
Expose; Hearing Saturday 


The “Fools Rush In" pamphlet case exploded today with a loud 
bang, £Cs three men were jailed by Dist. Atty. W. F. Menton’s officers 
last night on criminal conspiracy charges. 

The prisoners; 

G. F. McKelvey, 45, suspended deputy sheriff. 

(Jharles Ott, 60, former railroad man. 

J. Malcolm Green, 29, publisher of a new tabloid weekly. 

McKelvey was freed on $1000 cash bond which he posted soon 
after being booked in the jail. Ott and Green still were prisoners this 
afternoon, having failed to post the $1000 cash or $2000 property bond 
required by Justice of the Peace<' 

Keneth E. Morrison after their ar¬ 
rest. Bond had been set at 
$10,000 each when Judge Morrison 
issued the warrants. 

Preliminary hearing on the 
charges was set for Saturday 
morning, after arraignment in 
justice court before Judge Chris 
Pann of Huntington Beach, acting 
in Judge Morrison’s absence. 

OTHERS SOUGHT 

Menton said this morning he be¬ 
lieves there are “others” behind 
publication of the libelous political 
pamphlet distributed just before 
the Aug. 30 primary election, in 
which candidates for county office 
were “rated” and several candi¬ 
dates as well as private citizens 
were defamed. •*” 

The criminal coi*'. a.'; ' com¬ 
plaint signed oy R. Pi.''San’&on, in¬ 
vestigator for Menton’s office, al¬ 
ready has caused arrest of Robert 
Elliott and Burt Harwich, Los An¬ 
geles printers in whose establish¬ 
ment the pamphlet was printed; 
and Eddie Taylor, employe of a 
distributing agency hired to pass 
the pamphlets out in Fullerton 
and La Habra. 

3 “JOHN DOES” 

McKelvey, Green and Ott were 
arrested on "John Doe” defense 
specifications in the original com¬ 
plaint. 

Arresting officers, including 
Sandon and Asst. Police Chief 
Harry Fink of Santa Ana, found 
McKelvey and Ott at their homes 
in Huntington Beach and Santa 
Ana, respectively, they said, and 
located Green as he returned to 
the offices of his "Santa Ana Bee” 
after a trip to Los Angeles. 

McKelvey and Ott both had been 
called as witnesses by the spe¬ 
cial grand jury investigating the 
matter; but the arrest of Green 
apparently was a surprise move 
both to him and to courthouse ob¬ 
servers. 

O’TT FOR.MERLV QUESTIONED 

McKelvey had admitted with¬ 
drawing from the Los Angeles 
district attorney’s office a grand 
jury transcript in the Channing 
Follette case of 1923, which was 
used in preparation of a second 
pamphlet printed at the same 
place as "Fools Rush In.” He has 
denied having the transrlpt cop¬ 
ied, however.

shipped from Florida and the Cali- 
fornia-Arizona area and coi.tinua- 
tion of an existing agreement in 
Texas. The present California 
agreement does not affect grape¬ 
fruit. 

AAA officials said representa¬ 
tives from all producing areas re¬ 
solved to seek co-operation from 
citrus canners. These concerns 
would be asked, they said, to place 
a minimum price of 20 cents a box 
on all grapefruit purchased for 
canning purposes and to agree not 
to purchase grade three or lower. 
FLORIDA AGREES 

A Florida growers’ ccmm.ttee 
has agp-eed tentatively to recom¬ 
mend a pact providing grade and 
size regulations over all fruit in¬ 
tended for shipment and a system 
of volume control over Valencia 
oranges. The AAA opposed an 
over-all volume pro rate this sea¬ 
son, saying the time limitations 
and conditions within the industry 
made it impracticable. 

The AAA agreed to buy about 
3,000,000 boxes of oranges, most¬ 
ly of number two grade. This 
promise was made on the condi¬ 
tion the industry would keep third 
grade oranges and culls off the 
market. 

For each box purchased by the 
AAA, an official explained, the in¬ 
dustry would be expected to re¬ 
move one box from commercial 
channels by diverting it into a 
non-competitive product. 

The government’s expense in 
the two purchasing plans was esti¬ 
mated at $10,000,000.

Two policemen te.stified at his 
tipsy driving trial, which continued 
today, that he was going 55 miles 
an hour on the wrong .side of the 
street when they overhauled him 
in San Fernando valley. 

"'ATien we asked him where he 
wa.“ headed for, he said he wa.s 
looking lor a .street but he couldn’t 
remember the name of it." declared 
Officer Tom Taylor before a mu¬ 
nicipal court jury. 

"Laurel was stripped to the 
waist .and wore only his trousers, 
shorts and shoes." 

Dead-pan Stan, expected to tes¬ 
tify ir; his own defense, told news¬ 
men he agreed he "wa-s flustered 
a bit. having had an argument 
with my wife, but as far as driving 
on the wrong side of the street, I 
was just being careful not to cut 
out another motorist after I pas.sod 
him."

BEVERLY HILLS. (A>i--Lyle 
Talbot played a real life hero’s 
role today a.s he dragged his hoii.se 
guest to safety in a fire that de¬ 
stroyed his $50,000 residence, lut 
the movie actor’s bravery prob¬ 
ably ended his career before the 
cameras. 

Talbot was burned about the 
hands, face and head, and his hair 
wa.s burned from his scalp. 

Trapped by flames on the .sec¬ 
ond floor of his house with his 
Guest. Franklin D.«Parker, an ac¬ 
tor, Talbot, although groggy from 
smoke and fumes, dragged the in- 
conscious Parker from a bedroom 
to a narrow ledge, from which 
firemen later rescued him. Tal¬ 
bot leaped 20 feet to the ground 
after flames cut off his escape 
from the second floor. 

Witnesses said Talbot’s pajamas 
were in flames as he leaped from

the night as Talbot’s guest. The 
flames started on the first floor. 

The only things saved from the 
blaze were the wardrobes of Tal¬ 
bot and his wife. Marguerite 
Cramer, who is in Mexico on a 
holiday. In Mrs. Talbot’s closet 
firemen recovered a sock into 
which had been stuffed more than 
$1000 in cash and jewelry valued 
at several thousands of dollars. 

From Talbot’s bedroom firemen 
took to safety 40 suits of clothes, 
100 dress shirts, more than 400 
neckties and scores of pairs of 
shoes. 

Talbot’s real name is Lysle 
Hollywood. He was born in Pitts¬ 
burgh 34 years ago, has appeared 
in scores of movies, “Oil for the 
Lamps of China,” "One Night of 
Love" and “Mary Stevens, M. D.,” 
among them.

LONDON. iJP> — Oswald Pirow, 
Union of South Africa defense min¬ 
ister, disclosed today he would visit 
Berlin in the near future to dis¬ 
cuss Germany’s colonial demands 
in Africa. 

Pirow made known his plans at 
Marseilles, France, as he stopped 
en route to Lisbon where he said 
he would talk with the Portuguese 
government on Nazi colonial de¬ 
mands.

WASHINGTON. (A*) -The wage- 
hour administration may ask con¬ 
gress for broader authority in ap- 
pying the new labor standards 
law to specific industries. 

This prediction came today from 
high-ranking officials, who were 
swamped with inquiries from em¬ 
ployes as to whether the statute 
regulates minimum wages and 
maximum hours for their particu¬ 
lar businesses. 

Now that the wage-hour pro¬ 
gram actually has gone into ef¬ 
fect, Administrator Elmer F. An¬ 
drews and his staff are giving 
most of their attention to these 
appeals for assistance. 

UP TO COURTS 
Their opinions will be only ad¬ 
visory, however, for the courts 
must determine finally whether an 
individual industry is interstate 
commerce and therefore subject 
to the federal law. 

There is also the possibility 
that business men will request 
clarifying amendments to the act 
and possible extension of the 
classes of exempted workers. Some 
employers, on the other hand, ar¬ 
gue that the courts should pass 
on the law as it now stands be¬ 
fore making any changes in its 
provisions. 

80,000 .>IAOE JOBLE.SS 

After the first day of the act’s 
operation, Andrews reported last 
night that most branches of in¬ 
dustry were complying fully with 
the new standards, even though 
many companies were not certain 
whether it applied to all their em¬ 
ployes. 

Unofficial estimates indicated 
that .some more than 80,000 per¬ 
sons were thrown out of work by 
shutdowns of scattered plants. 
Most of the layoffs occurred in 
the South particularly in pecan¬ 
shelling plants, lumber mills and 
tobacco stemming factories. 

NUT INDUSTRY QUITS 
The pecan-shelling Industry 
presented the first major problem 
for the wage-hour administra¬ 
tion. J. Seligman of San Anto¬ 
nio, Texas, president of the 
American Pecan Shellers of Amer¬ 
ica, told Andrews that all plants 
in the South had been closed be¬ 
cause of the law and that 50,- 
000 workers were involved. 

Some representatives of the in¬ 
dustry contended their employes 
should be exempted from the law 
because they were in the area of 
agricultural production—a region 
which congress placed outside the 
act. Others expressed the opin¬ 
ion the minimum wage provisions 
should apply to their work. 

PAY AS LOW AS 10c 
Seligman estimated that work¬ 
ers in the Industry received from 
10 cents to 15 cents an hour, at 
least 10 cents lower th .n the stat¬ 
utory minimum. 

Andrews and Calvert Magruder, 
general counsel, will have to de¬ 
cide first whether the industry is 
In interstate commerce, and then 
whether a majority of the work¬ 
ers are In the production area. 
Andrews expressed the hope that 
layoffs in all industries would be 
only temporary. 

In South Carolina, the Postal 
Telegraph company announced It 
was starting to lay off 1000 mes¬ 
sengers who receive less than the 
25-cents-an-hour minimum.

BERLIN-ROME

(A»i — Diplomatic 
circles said today that pressure by 
Germany, Italy and Poland in¬ 
spired the moderation of Hungar¬ 
ian demands in a new offer to 
Czechoslovakia to compromise 
their territorial quarrel. 

The Hungarian government cut 
Its territorial demands by aiwut

Premier Bela Imredi in a press 
statement termed the proposals 
"really conciliatory.” 

This friendlier attitude devel¬ 
oped, diplomatic Informants un¬ 
derstood, upon the strong advice 
of the three governments to avoid 
pressing demands upon Czecho¬ 
slovakia that would endanger 
peace. ' 

Until yesterday Hungary had 
refused to decrease demands for 
large areas of Czechoslovakia in¬ 
habited by Magyars. The demands 
developed with the Munich accord 
of Oct. 1 by which Germany took 
over Czechoslovak Sudeten land. 
Czechoslovakia held the Hungar¬ 
ian proposals to be excessive. 

Informed persons here thought 
it likely Prague would reject even 
the compromise note. In that 
event. Premier Imredi said Hun¬ 
gary would "enforce its justice by 
all means available to the nation.” 

A half million soldiers remained 
at the Czechoslovak border today 
while the Hungarian government 
awaited the answer from Prague. 

(The cabinet was convened in 
Prague to draft a decision today.)

Considering the size of the exo¬ 
dus from Hankow and the disrup¬ 
tion of its civic life, the city was 
comparatively orderly and its peo¬ 
ple hopeful. 

Safety zone districts teemed 
with refugees, many of them car¬ 
rying, pushing and dragging their 
belongings in search of shelter. 

Early in the afternoon French 
Colonial defenses had closed en¬ 
trances through barricaries 
guarding the French concession. 
The population of the concession 
had increa.sed ten fold and every 
available room was packed far be¬ 
yond capacity. 

JAPANESE AREA LOOTED 

The Japanese concession area, 
however, was practically deserted. 
Streets there were littered with 
debris. Doors and windows of 
most buildings were smashed and 
apparently they had been l(X)ted. 

The greatest danger to the 1500 
foreigners and 400.000 Chine.se re¬ 
maining Ln Hanchow was In the 
fire and threatened wholesale 
property destruction.

Harry Bridges, whom they labeled 
an alien Communist. Bridges is 
a We.st coast leader of the C.I.O. 

Knowles ascribed this remark 
to Caroline Decker, whom he iden¬ 
tified as .secretary of the Cannery 
and Agricultural Workers Indus¬ 
trial union: 

"If in the proce.ss of getting 
better living and working condi¬ 
tions, it is necessary for the work¬ 
ing class to overthrow the govern¬ 
ment, then that means the over¬ 
throw of the government.” 

Knowles and Nimmo in previou.s 
testimony had criticized the labor 
department for suspending depor¬ 
tation proceedings against 
Bridges. 

FARMERS PICKED 

California agriculture was se¬ 
lected for Communi.st activities, 
Knowles said, because the perish¬ 
able nature of most of the crops 
makes the Industry highly vul¬ 
nerable. 

Knowles described a series of 
disturbances in the Imperial valley 
in 1933. He said an official inves¬ 
tigating committee, .sent to the 
valley at the request of the state 
agriculture department, state farm 
bureau federation and the agriciil- 
ture department of the state cham¬ 
ber of commerce, stated in a re¬ 
port: 

LINKED TO REDS 

"Evidence . , . to connect the 
agricultural disturbances in Cali¬ 
fornia with the Communist party, 
the Communist international or the 
world revolutionary movement are 
so abundant and are becoming 
widely known that it seems un- 
nece.s.sary to add them in this re¬ 
port.” 

Unable to foment a strike of 
major proportions in the valley, 
Knowles .said, the cannery-agricul¬ 
ture workers’ union called for a 
nationwide boycott on valley prod¬ 
ucts. The campaign, he added, was 
"wholeheartedly endorsed by the 
civil liberties union” 

ORDERS TO SHOOT 

Describing what he said were 
attempts by (Communists to pro¬ 
mote strikes In other area.s, 
Knowles spoke of threats of vio¬ 
lence unle.ss workers left their jobs, 
acts of ,sabolage at fruit preserv¬ 
ing and drying plants, and the use 
of "flying squads ” which had or¬ 
ders to shoot at workers in the 
fields. 

"This labor agitation,” he said, 
"has been deliberately planned by 
the Communist party to destroy 
agricultural wealth by delaying 
the harvest of peri.shable crops 
and to plant the seed.s of revolu¬ 
tion and the overthrow of the 
government by force and violence 
in the minds of the laborers 
AIDED BY C.I.O. 

"It has been stated that each' 
.strike is but a rehearsal of the i 
revolution." j 

Taking up the pre.sentation of 
evidence, Nimmo said the Uniteil 
Cannery, Agricultural, Packing 
and Allied Workers of Amerl’.a 
held its first convention in Denver 
in July, 1937, and set out, with 
the backing of C.I.O. leaders, to 
organize California’s canning and 
agricultural industry. 

HOPE FOR FA MUSE 

.Summing up, Nimmo remarked: 

"Throughout every farming 
area in California, the Commu- 
ni.sts have penetrated, preaching 
their Insidious doctrines of hate 
and destruction. . . . 

"The Communists have sought 
to unite all agricultural worker.s 
big union,

ENTIRE STATE 

SAN FRANCISCO. (A'l - - Be.St 
paid among California’s industri.al 
workers last month were tho.se in 
the motion picture producing and 
developing field. 

They averaged $42.06 a week. 
No other industry among the two- 
•score lines surveyed by the state 
division of labor statistics got into 
the $40 bracket. 

Closely grouped behind the pi.’- 
ture producers were employes of 
.shipyards, with $37.06 weekly; 
workers in flour and grain mill 
at $37.35, and those in beverage 
plants, at $37.33, 

A third group, averaging some¬ 
what over $.36 weekly, was com¬ 
posed of employes of the news¬ 
paper and periodical Industry, ind 
the petroleum producing and re¬ 
fining divisions. 

The.se lines stood well ahead of 
the average industrial worker, 
who was figured to receive $28 07 
weekly. 

On the lower end of the weekly 
income list were .some .5000 work¬ 
ers in the fi.sh canning and pack¬ 
ing industry. They aveiaged $16 47 
a week. Others under $20 a week 
were workers in these industries: 
Men's clothing, mi.scellaneous tex¬ 
tiles. fruit and vegetable can¬ 
neries, confectionery, cigars and 
other tobacco products. 

The shorte.st hours per week 
were those, in the fish canning 
industry. The average was 2.5.8 
hours a week. Virtually all the 
other groups had weekly hours 
averaging from around 33 to 40. 

Hourly pay was the highest for 
the 12,275 workers in the motion 
picture industry. The average 
there was $1,237 an hour. This 
compares with the state's average 
of 73.7 cents hourly. 

The only other group to top 
the $1 an hour wage was ihe 
newspaper and periodical industry, 
with $1.0.59 per hour. 

Only one industry paid leas than 
50 cents an hour. That was the 
confectionery producing Industry. 
Its average was 48.9 cents. Lines 
with hourly pay scales langing 
on the average from 50 to 55 cents 
*were cotton, woolen and silk

FREIGHT RATE 
SLASH BEFORE 
STATE BOARD 

SAN FRANCISCO. I/Pi — The. 
railroad commi.ssion opened a 
hearing today on formal excep-j 
tions to a proposed statewide 
downward revision in freight rates 
affecting 10,000 transportation 
companies, .50,000 commodities 
and 200 routes. 

The commission, sitting en banc, 
will consider each exception in¬ 
dividually before entering an order 
covering freight rates for all 
forms of transportation. Excep¬ 
tions were made by 64 'California 
transportation concerns. 

The rate-slashing proposal was 
submitted to the commission by 
Examiners Howard Freas and 
William H. Gorman after a state¬ 
wide investigation of transporta¬ 
tion charges. The report calls for 
substantial reductions on numer¬ 
ous commodities from point to 
point. 

The proposal, which probably 
will be made an order about the 
finst of the year, will supplant 13 
previous rate schedules fixed by 
the commission. 

This is the third and final major 
step in establishment of general 
commodity rates for highway car¬ 
riers in the commission's regula¬ 
tion of transportation.

Crack! Zing! Splat!

And another target bites the 
dust. 

• • • 

So it goes, year after year, at 
the rifle range of the government- 
sponsored Santiago Rifle and Re¬ 
volver club, located on a mesa 
north of Irvine Park. Members 
gather there every other Sunday, 
spend the entire day blasting away 
It targets. 

« « • 

Average member will shoot ap¬ 
proximately 100 shells during ihe 
day, although others may hit a 
higher pace. Everyone owns his 
own gun, most being heavy army 
rifles. Used almost exclusively 
are 30-caliber shells. Officials say 
approximately 30,000 shells are 
fired in a year’s time. 

* * • 

The club is sponsored by the 
United States War Department, 
which maintains some 1500 simi¬ 
lar clubs throughout the United 
States, according to Secretary 
James Sweet. He says there .are 
about 3000 other clubs operating 
without government sponsorship. 

The government furnishes r.he 
rifle range, all the targets, besides 
a large part of the ammunition. 
It provides rifles and revolvers 
and other supplies at reduced 
cost to the members. 

• • • 

The entire supply of govern¬ 
ment materials is secured oy 
requisition once a year. Added to 
this supply are "bargain" pur¬ 
chases made during the year, fhc 
club raises its funds by charging 
a fixed price for shooting. 

• • • 

While there are about 75 mem¬ 
bers, the usual number out on the 
range every other Sunday is about 
25. Most stay from morning to 
night. Santiago Rifle and Revol¬ 
ver club members are not re¬ 
stricted to Orange county, al¬ 
though most are locals. 

• • • 

Twenty members of the club 
are from Long Beach, while about 
five from Los Angeles make the 
trip regularly. Every occupation, 
profession and business is repre¬ 
sented in the membership. Women 
have even been memebrs from 
time to time, and some have put 
their husbands to shame on the 
shooting gallery. 

« * • 

Dentists seem to have a large 
representation, 10 dentists being 
from Long Beach alone. Doctors, 
lawyers, firemen, newspaper men, 
business men from every field ^re 
enthusiasts. 

■ • • 

The club was organized in 1928. 
Nine or 10 of the men have been 
with the club since then, conse¬ 
quently today are crack shots. 
Officials point out it doesn't take 
long to become a fair shot, de¬ 
pending upon the individual. But 
regardless of skill, there's always 
room for improvement. 

• • » 

Because the government is back 
of it, members have to shoot 
qualifying rounds about twice a 
year. Yearly reports are sent to 
the war department by Secretary 
Sweet. Also, the government 
makes yearly awards to the best 
marksmen. 

• • « 

Members have their own N. R. 
A.—^The National Rifle Associa¬ 
tion—membership in which gives 

the club government support and 

the right to buy supplies from the 
war department, it is pointed »ut. 
• * • 

Shooting is done for pure sport. 
Members conduct matches among 
themselves, occasionally with other 
clubs, or teams from the United 
States Navy. 

• • • 

Members load their own shells. 
The club owns a machine for that, 
and is available to every member. 
Both lead and jacketed bullets are 
used. 

• • • 

Interesting sidelight is the muz¬ 
zle-loading division in the club— 
about 16 men who have a sepa¬ 
rate range near by. Old guns 
being their hobby, they meet 

every Sunday. The muzzle-load¬ 

ers compete with the rest occa¬ 
sionally, often come out on top in 
the 100-foot range. Farther than 
that, however, the modem rifle 
shows its superiority. 

• • • 

Members of the revolver sec¬ 
tion also have their own shooting 
range. 

• • « 

Targets are placed either 100, 
200, 300, 500, 600 or 1000 yards 
from the shooting line, giving the 
marksmen their choice of distance. 

* • * 

Shooting is done either from a 
standing, sitting or prone posi¬ 
tion, according to the match and 
the distance being fired. Longer 
distance shooting is done from a 
prone position, flat on stomach, 
Close shooting is done from the 
standing position. 

• • • 

The target system is unique. 
The targets are operated from the 
bottom of a trench by a hired 
man, who receives directions by 
telephone from the firing line. 
Each target is really a double one; 
one man fires, the target drops 
below and another raised in its 
place for a second marksman. 

• « • 

Purpose is to give each shooter 
his own target. The bullet holes 
are covered with a white or black 
cover so the marksman can ^ee 
plainly where he hit, giving nim 
a chance to adjust his sights. The 
number of hits made on each tar¬ 
get and other information can be

An increasing consciousness of 
Santa Ana’s having emerged over¬ 
night from the woods and into 
the spotlight of an urban cen-er 
has come to this commentator >n 
the past week.

Much of the present construc¬ 
tion centers around the mouth of 
Verdugo wash, Glendale, where 
flood waters poured into the river 
across surrounding terrain instead 
of in the normal channel. This 
section is being widened and 
strengthened against repetition of 
heavy damage. 

In a statement he revealed the 
magnlture of the rebuilding, de¬ 
claring: 

‘‘Figures of the materials used 
and work accompli.shed are stag¬ 
gering. To date, nearly 50,000,000 
pounds of reinforcing steel have 
been used, with approximately 
2,250,000 sacks of cement, to pave 
'the banks and floor of the river 
In congested areas and along 
curves. 

“In other reaches, nearly 750,- 
000,000 square feet of the banks 
were paved with stone, with 7.50,- 
000 tons of rock and nearly 800.- 
000 square feet of sheet piling be¬ 
ing used to protect the toe of the 
bank slopes. 

“Over 10,000,000 cubic yards of 
earth and rock have been exca¬ 
vated for the new river channel, 
with about 2,500,000 yards being 
used for levees. Bridges have 
been reconstructed and extended, 
and the piers and abutments of 
existing bridges protected by the 
construction of special channel 
sections."

CAT SAVED AS 
SHIP BURNS 

NEW YORK. (A*)—The story of 
a ship’s cat saved by the captain, 
who popped it into a laundry bag 
as he dived into the .sea from a 
flazing schooner, was told today 
when the rescued crew of the 
Pioneer arrived on the liner Amer¬ 
ican Banker. 

The Pioneer, a Gloucester 
schooner owned by Capt. Hans 
G. Milton, rocked helplessly three 
days 400 miles off Halifax after 
last month’s hurricane, and finally 
foundered. 

With the ship taking water, the 
crew soaked blankets in gasoline. 
Ignited them and ran them to 
the mast head. The Achooner 
caught fire, and was burning 
briskly when the American Bank¬ 
er hove to on Oct. 2 and rescued 
the crew of five. 


Floyd Howard Will be Chief 
Aide of Elliott if Elected 
Sheriff, Jackson Declares 


Sheriff Logan Jackson, in a 
campaign radio speech last night, 
charged that Constable Jesse El¬ 
liott, his general-election opponent, 
is supported by “dog track peo¬ 
ple” and intends to appoint Police 
Chief Floyd Howard chief crim¬ 
inal deputy or undersheriff.

“Elliott’s apologist on the radio 
forgot to discu.sa Foust. He for¬ 
got to discuss Floyd Howard, the 
indicted Santa Ana chief of police. 
He forgot to discu.ss McKague, 
the indicted ex-federal officer, all 
members of the Elliott gang and 
all wanting to bring a new kind 
of law enforcement to Orange 
county. All wanting to get me 
out of the way.” 

Jack.'son said there were two i.s- 
sues in the campaign, “public de¬ 
cency and labor racketeering.” 

"I have told you where I stand,” 
he said. “I have reminded you 
that my administration has been 
an unceasing fight against the 
gamblers, the houses of ill fame, 
and the slot machine joints . . .

Q—Are garage owners required 
to report possession of a stored 
car when storage charges remain 
unpaid?—J. T. 

A- If charges have not been 
paid for 60 days on a car left for 
storage or safe keeping with a 
garage or repair shop, the legal 
owner mu.st be notified by regis¬ 
tered letter at the address given 
on the registration certificate. 

Q - Must children have lights on 
their bicycles?—E. N. 

A—Yes, when ridden at night or 
other times when it is too dark to 
see clearly. A white light is re¬ 
quired in front and a red reflector 
or light on the rear of the bicycle. 

Q—How high can a load be 
piled on a truck?—G. F. Z. 

A—The height limit of a load 
and vehicles la limited to 13 feet 
six inches from the ground. 

Q—An acquaintance was arrest¬ 
ed for driving while intoxicated 
and convicted. The judge placed 
him on probation for one year and 
.suspended his driving licen.se. The 
other day the probation period ex¬ 
pired and the case was dismissed. 
Is he entitled to the return of his 
license?—A. I. 

A--Yes, he is entitled to a pro¬ 
bationary operator’s Ucen.se when 
the case is dismi.ssed. However, 
should he again he arrested and 
convicted for drunken driving the 
old case would be revived and pre¬ 
vent him, if convicted, of secur¬ 
ing a probationary license. 

Q- I rented a small truck for 
one day and became involved in 
an accident because the brakes 
were faulty. Am I civilly liable? 

-J. T. L. 

A—Under Section 402 of the 
Vehicle Code the owner is liable 
for damages regardless of whether 
the cause was due to faulty equip¬ 
ment or otherwi.se though you 
may be made a party defendant 

Q—When passing through a 
town recently a local officer 
stopped my truck and driver and 
said that a local ordinance pro¬ 


hibited vehicles of a certain .size. 
Careful measurements by me, 
show that the vehicle is safely 
within legal limits of the state 
law. Do local ordinances or the 
Vehicle Code govern vehicles on 
highways? This is a serious mat¬ 
ter if local towns can enact ordi¬ 
nances to suit themselves. — D, 
C. M. 

A—Local authorities are with¬ 
out any authority to modify the 
size or length of commercial ve¬ 
hicles as prescribed by the Cali¬ 
fornia Vehicle Code. Weight 
limits may be reduced, however, 
pursuant to provisions of Section 
713, in the intcre.st of safety and 
when pavements have been i)roven 
inadequate to carry loads of a cer¬ 
tain, though legal, weight. How¬ 
ever, no such weight restrictions 
are allowed on streets included in 
the State Highway system.

He walked 
through the store, picked up a gun 
and a minute la - had shot him¬ 
self In the chest, officers said. 

Rushed to the hospital, he was 
given a blood transfusion last 
night. He pas.sed away at about 
4:35 a. m. Shortly after being 
taken to the hospital, police said, 
Wright admitted giving the white 
girl .some beer, but maintained he 
did not know she was under age. 

Police said he "ju.st got scared 
when he .saw us and thought we 
were going to lock him up.” 

Officers went to his stand to 
question him concerning the 16- 
year-old girl after the girl and 
her mother went to the station 
to make the charge against him. 
The girl’s mother reported that 
Wright and an older white girl 
had brought her daughter home 
drunk. 

Wright told police before he 
die<l that he had a mother and a 
Bister living in Oenver, Colo.

Congressman Harry Sheppard 
today promised to fight against 
federal control of Huntington 
Beach tidelands. 

In a letter to the United Land- 
owners as.sociation, formed to 
fight steps by the federal govern¬ 
ment for control of tideland oil 
deposits through the Nye resolu¬ 
tion which would set that oil up 
as a naval reserve, .Sheppard said: 

“Certain parties have attempted 
to justify their propo.s<(i seizure 
of California’s tide and submerged 
iands upon the promise that ihey 
should be u.sed to create an addi¬ 
tional petroleum reserve for the 
navy. While not attempting to 
minimize the desirability cf keep¬ 
ing our navy the greatest upon the 
sea.s, it does not appear logicai 
to destroy one of California’s 
prime sources of income merely to 
increase an already tremendous 
naval oil re.serve. 

'"rhe.se lands were originally 
ceded to the state of California 
at the time the state entered the 
Union, and are the property of the 
citizens of the great state of Cali¬ 
fornia. There are in evidence 
many supreme court decisions 
definitely .showing that this tide 
and submerged land is the prop¬ 
erty of the state, and the.se rights 
should not be invaded from any 
source. 

"It behooves the taxpayers cf 
the great state of California to 
protect their rights in this land at 
all times. As their representative 
from the Nineteenth congressional 
district, I have fought for '.hose 
rights in the past and shall con¬ 
tinue to do so to the be.st of my 
ability.”

The Santa Ana board of educa¬ 
tion last night received petitions 
bearing the names of 1170 signers 
asking for a second junior college 
bond election immediately — but 
the board pointed to a letter from 
PWA headquarters saying "the 
availability of federal funds for 
those who have not yet held elec¬ 
tions is in doubt.” New action 
by congress is believed necessary 
before projects, not already ap¬ 
proved, can get federal grants. 

K. A. Godwin, regional director 
of PWA, said that voting of a 
bond election after Oct. 1 would 
be done entirely on the appli¬ 
cant’s responsibility, without any 
assurance that the allotment 
would be made if the election car¬ 
ried. 

HOPE STILL HELD 

Despite this discouraging report, 
the board held hope today that the 
new junior college might be ob¬ 
tained after all. It was pointed 
out that the application for $315,- 
000 in federal f'ands has been in 
Washington for several months 
and is receiving the attention of 
federal authorities. 

It is possible that before long 
the application may be granted, 
definitely assuring Santa Ana of 
federal funds. An election could 
then be called. 

But there is one more stickler: 
the law requires that construc¬ 
tion be started before Jan. 1. 
DEADLINE EXTENSION 

The last hope, then, is that co!\- 
gress at the next session will ad¬ 
vance the Jan. 1 deadline, en¬ 
abling the district to begin con¬ 
struction of the college if and 
when federal funds are made 
available.

One play may indi¬ 
cate a maneuver, which, if not en¬ 
acted immediately, may lose its 
value. A subordinate might hesl-, 
late for one or two plays before 
being sure enough of his position 
to call the bench. Oliver, as head 
man, can afford to follow his .snap 
judgment. 

Tex .says he doesn’t think his 
ab.sence from the bench during a 
game has an effect on his players. 

Oliver got his idea of spy-glass¬ 
ing while an observer for artillery 
fire during the World war. As a 
balloon ob.servor Oliver gained the 
knowledge of the advantage of 
the bird’s eye view of play.
